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Continuation of 1 1 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant asserts that neither Ng nor Felt teach 
or suggest an application server that associates an identity with each of the plurality of data sources and determine whether one of the 
plurality of data sources provides connection to the same data resource as another of the plurality of data sources wherein each identity is 
unique to one of the plurality of distinct data resources, wherein multiple ones of the data sources have the same identity (see Remarks on 
page 2). The examiner disagrees. NG teaches the determine and matching of connection associated with the component transaction (see 
column 4 line 10-25 and component 74-80 on Figure 7). However, NG does not disclose expressly use of proxy or multiple distinct data 
sources. Felt teaches this deficiency through the use of two-phase commit protocol for locating multiple data sources (see column 6 line 
1 3-22). Felt teaches the use of data transaction between either single or multiple data source servers. The transaction manager works 
with resource managers to provide access to a collection of database resources, which has the same function of determining unique data 
sources as claimed (see column 6 line 30-42). The amended claim discloses the use of multiple proxy data sources and Felt teaches the 
management of multiple proxy data sources. 

The applicant also asserts that Ng and Felt lack proper to combine (see remarks on page 4). The examiner disagrees. Both Ng and Felt 
teaches the method of managing JDBC container database using one phase or two phase commit protocols (see NG on column 1 line 5-40 
and Felt on column 6 line 5-22). At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to combine one aspect of JDBC protocol 
management technique with another related technique. 
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
